Tliree Meals a Day. 

An Enzlish writer gives some muca- 
needed advice iia to tho times nml fr(^- 
tiuoncy of nioals. In liis opinion iho 
present usual practice of tlireo uu':>l.s a 
day has good reason, iv.s well as ciidloni, 
in its favor. Wlioii work of any liiiul 
is being done, wliothur mental or bial- 
liy, tho intervals between taking; food 
shonld not be so long ns to ontuil de- 
mands on tho system when its store of 
matorial for tlio generation of for(30 is 
oxiiatistcd. An ordiniu-y full nii;al, in 
the case of a hoaitliy man, is (.;('n(!rally 
cousiderod to liavo been cuniplulely 
digested and to liavo passed out of tlie 
stopiacli ill fuiu' hours. A period of 
rest should then bo granted to tho 
stomach. Assuming that two hours 
are allowed for tliis, the interval be- 
tween ono meal and anotlier would be 
six hours; and tliis accords witii tlie 
cxperionco of most men. Duriiiu; rest 
and sleep there is less waste goini; oi, 
and especially diirin<r sleep there is 
greatly diminished activity" of all tho 
functions of tho bodj-. Tlio interval, 
tliereforo, between the last uiual of ono 
da\ 11(1 tlie lirst of the next may be 
loi. as it generally is, than Ijelweeii 
the several day iiietils. Assuuiint^ that 
breakfast be taken about S or 9 o'clock, 
there should bo a miil-day uiual about 
1 or 2. Tho character of this must de- 
pend on the nature of the day's occu- 
pation ami tho convenieiict! of tlio iu- 
dividual. With women and cbiKlreti 
this is generally their hungry lime, and 
tho mill-day r(3]iast, wliellier called 
huichcon or dinner, is Llie cliief meal. 
So it is with the middle and laboring 
classes, for tho most part. But for 
merchants, professional men and 
others, whoso occupations take them 
from homo all the ilay, this is incon- 
vctiiont, and moreover, it is not found 
conducive to health or comfort to take 
I full meal iu the midst of tlie day's 
work. There can, however, bo no 
doubt that much evil arises from at- 
tomptiug to go tiirough the day with- 
out food, and then Mdih exhausted ])ow- 
ors sitting down to a lie.arty nuial. 
Something of a light, easilj' digestible, 
but sustaining character should be 
taken toward 1 or 'J o'clock.

Jf anyone wlio has traveled much in 
tho siimiJiur has encountered a fushion- 
ablosuniuierre.fort hotel without its v/id- 
ow it is very exceptional. Tlio widow 
is inevitable to the surroundings. Sim 
is always interesting, generally has 
fine eyes and dresses well and wears 
diamonds.

T.owKbL, Oct. 7. — i\Iary HeJernian, 
16 years old, iliud last iiii,'lit in this city, 
in eonseiiueuce of a Strang and peculiar 
HcciiieiiL oiic liad licoii euijiloyctl by 
tho Uiiitei.! States Cartridge Coiiijiany 
on the night force, going to woi'k -at 
6.30 o'clock each evening, iiiid leaving 
oil" at the same liour i\w. next morning. 
She WHS assii,'iu!d to tho packing room, 
where curtritlges are counted and ]Uit 
iu .small boxes eontainiug 100 eacli. 
Tho girls in tliu packing room have 
found it impossiblo to keep awako at 
times, and have taken advantage, dur- 
ing the absence of tlio foriMimn, to sit 
down and take a nap. Tin? foroin.an 
lias found .a partial nniiedy for this in 
]ironiptlv tliscliargiug any oHender 
cHUoht asleep. At 1 10 o'clock Thuns 
day morniug Mary Hederman, being 
overcome with sleep, and tho foreman 
being absent from tho rooro, sat down 
on a chair in a corner to take a !ia|j, 
leaviiur word with her coiiipaiiioii to 
call her if the foreman should ap|iear. 
j\lary sank into a de(!p sleep, wlieii 
suddenly the step of the foretuan was 
beard. Annie Sullivan, who had tliat 
very night been discharged for being 
found asletfp, oxclaiuied from »'. rosH tho 
room, ".Mary, get up; <;i't up I say." 
Mary did not stir, when Aiiuie picked 
uj) what she su|)posed to be an (.'m|Hy 
cartridge bo.K from the long bench 
where the cartridges are counted and 
packed, and threw it straight at the 
head nf tho sleeping girl. Mary awoke 
with a start ami resumed her work, 
but as she got u]) slu; exel.ai mod that 
liiero was .sometliing heavy in lier par. 
She r(\sumed lior work, lait complained 
so much that her coiu]iaiiioiis became 
convinced that there must have been a 
bullet in the box that wfis thrown 
against licr head, and that the ball 
must, bv some unaccountable tiianniu-, 
have lodyed in her oar paKsa;;e. .Mary con- 
tinued at worlc, but in an hour or two 
hail grown so faint that she was olilig- 
ed to sit down ly a window to obtain 
air. She revived, but in a few iuinutes 
and was taken .sick again and began to 
vomit. At 5. 05 o'clock in tiie inorn- 
ini; sli(> walked to her hoiuf and iin- 
inoil iat(.'ly went to bed, but she was uii- 
alile to sleep. A doctor was called in, 
and inserted a probe or spoon, which 
is used in such easi-vs, into the ear jiass- 
agc, thinking that a little touch would 
cause the bullet to spring out, as . op- 
jects wliicli have enftireil the ear are 
wont to Jo when the probe is applieti. 
But the ball was wcdf,'ed in as lirmly as 
if in a vice, and all ellorts to extract it 
were unavailing. On Sunday noon two 
physicians examined the ear critically, 
and by means of delicate instrument 
found that the ball travorsiMl the entire 
length of the auditory canal or ear 
passat,'(!, and was embedded in the up- 
per part of a temporal bone. Tho jiati- 
ont was etherized for an hour tiiid a 
half, but all attempts to remove the 
bullet were unsuccessful. They fouinl 
it as Dr.^ Pbelan had described it, 
"firmly fixed in a vise." The operation 
as preformed by tliR physicians r°sult- 
ed ill very little blecdiiii;, liut the pati- 
ent, when she came out from the in- 
ilueiier! of either, went into a raving 
coiitiition, or, as her father states, "she 
was perfectly crazy." At 10 o'clock 
Sunday night the shrieks of the girl 
wen? beard all over the neighborhood, 
and aiarmeil the iieople wluj gatlie'rtid 
aljout the house. The father and two 
other men remaiiietl at the girl's bed- 
side all night, and it required the ex- 
ertions of all three to keep her in bod. 
She tore out her hair in han.dfuls, 
stripped her nightdress into shreds and 
destroy oil tho bedclothes- She failed 
to recogiii/e any one about her, but 
cried coiituiually for her father, who 
was standing by her side all tbo timr^. 
Toward dayliglit she liecame ([nilo, and 
tho three men who hud stood bv her 
all night sat down and began to doze. 
Suddenly the girl sprang from the bed 
and made a dash for a window. She 
was caught just in time by her fatlujr, 
but not until she had broifon two or 
three panes. During the the morning 
she became (juiot again, when Dr.s. 
Sullivan and Oilman visited her yester- 
dtiy noon she was comparatively calm, 
although suflrring greatly from nervous 
proslration. At 1 o'clock she became 
will! again, jumpei'i from her bed and 
made a dash for the window, hut was 
priivented J ust in time from juiiiping 
out. Half a dozen nuui iiiild her down 
bed for several hours until hor strength 
left her. ])urin^ all this time she 
uttered screams of the most piercing 
character and crowds stood in front of 
the house all tho afternoon. I ler father 
thought from the lirst that she wouUl 
not recover, and llev. Mr. McManus 
was summoned to perform tho last 
otiices of the church. At 5 o'clock 
Mary began to sink rapidly and 15 
minutes later she died, her Ifist cry be- 
ing for her father, who had not left her 
side for many hours. 

The death of the girl was uiujxpect- 
i.'d although tho physicians who had 
attended her knew that fatal conso- 
cjupuces might follow. She undoubtedly 
died from fright and nervous prostra- 
tion.

'"J'lio I'l'DV iucoa :uid tlio Status" ia the 
titln iif a diiiiiiuit ivo vuUiniu fnmi tlui 
presa of ^Lr. J. Monro, imblisliiir, 'I'or- 
oiito, iu wliich the author, Mr. Watanii 
GritUn, explains "why Caimdu dues not 
want nnnoxation." Tho writer considers 
thiit thonijli the ijroviiice.s might have been 
iii.'ituriiiUy beiiclitud had thoy joined tliu 
republic at the heyinniii^' of its career, or 
even ut a hiler [leriod, they wo i',d now 
have notiiiiij; to jjiiiii by annexation. There 
is no doubt that tho oxiatonce of the 
grenl oouiitrj' to the south haa had tho 
effoct of iieupuif; Ciinada buck. There iiro 
in every coninuinity laryo niiinbora who 
prefer a city Ufo and those in Canada con- 
tinued for niauy years to migrate to tlie 
United Stato.-i instead of re:uainiiii; and 
building cities [or thoin.seives as they 
would have dono had tlio American cities 
been leas convuuieutly near. Uuforc con 
foderatioii Ontario and Quebec were pi''i^ 
tically the wIioIb id' Uaniula and yonin}' 
and atlsriitiiroiis incii tixed wilii tlio idea 
of "going West" and buddiii-,' honiea f(n- 
themselves out of the primeval forest, 
never dreamed of tiie groat Canadian 
"west" lying in idl its grandeur and rich- 
neaa still unexplored, but followed the 
stream of emigration to the Western 
iStatcM. Thus year liy year Canada was 
being drained lif llio .stiil! that shouUl 
have yoiie to build up lier muscles and 
siuewa. But thi.s ia now over to a great 
extent. Tho confedorntioii of tho pro- 
vinces has made of Canada n country of 
winch its iiihabiiauts may well bo proud. 
It i.s still ill its infancy but its future is 
bright mid full of ])ri)iiiiso. Tho oiiciiiiig 
up of the Northwest and the binding to- 
gether of all tho provinces by tho Canad- 
ian railway will surely result iu a period 
of groat advaiioemenl and prosperity. The 
wide new west with its agricultural and 
mineral weullli offers homes and lields of 
operation for millions, iind the east will 
grow and thrive as inoroasod demands are 
made upon it for manufactures. In view 
of the present and future prosperity of 
Canada what could the country have to 
g...;.. I,,. ;.,n;;oxa!io!i'.' Our neigh. bor» Iiavn 
certainly built up a wonderful country 
but there are many things in llieir coiisti- 
tion and form of government which are 
repugnant to Caiiauiaiis. Says the writer: 
"I do not take a [lussiinistic view of the 
future of the I nited fcitates, The people 
are wonderfully enterprising and hopeful, 
'i'hoy believe in thomselves and in their 
country, and tlie national sentinunii is 
strong enuiigli thr(iughi)nt tho niiion to 
overcome many dillicultios, but Canadians 
have enough to do to rectify their own 
mistakes nnd1)oar their own burdens with- 
out shouldering the burdens of the Ameri- 
cans,." Uur writer then eniiinorates the 
disadvantages that Canada would labor 
under slioold she bocoiim part of tho un- 
ion. Thougli Miinie localities might be 
temporarily beiielited Cauada as a whole 
would autfor, aa trade would naturally 
flow toward the larger American markets, 
and tlio Nurtluvost would not receive much 
attention until tho western Slates had be- 
come pretty well settled. This writer 
looks forward to a time when Canada 
shall be indeiiendunt and speaks of it aa 
an event which will naturally occur with- 
out any groat oiiposition on the part of 
England. In the meantime he considers 
the most important niiitter which Canada 
has to deal with is the regulation of tho 
tarill'. A protective taritf against the 
United States is advocated and indeed 
against all manufacturing countries while 
the govoriimoiit is advised to endeavor to 
obtain reciprocitj'' treaties from tho other 
colonies which do nut miiiuifacture. Re- 
ciprocity with the West Indies, Australia 
and South Africa woiihl certainly bo ad- 
vantageous to Cajiada. Tho position of 
the country betwuen Europe and Asia is 
very favorable for commerce, and tho fine 
harbors, rivers and lakes will facilitate 
traiispurtatii 111. 'I'lu; ri'stjurccs of the 
country are lioiin Uess and says Mr. (!rif- 
tiii, in conchision, "If Canadians take ad - 
vantage of the coniinandiiig geographical 
position of their country they will bo tho 
greatest coinmoreial nation in the world 
one luiiidrod years from now. Canada 
will luiver in all [irohability as largo a 
population as tlio I'liitod Stales although 
it will within oiio hundred years have a 
much larger population than tltat country 
has to-day. But Canada throughout its 
vast extent has an invigorating climate, 
the peojile are nearly all of Caucasian 
origin, the standard of ('dnciiticin is high 
and while it will ho very many yivirs ho 
fore tho various nationalities are merged 
into one the inliueiices of climate and as- 
Huclalion will all tend in that direction."

What ia tho policy of ihe people who 
call themselves the "opposition," if tluy 
have any policy ! N\'liat aio tlieir views 
oil ([Ueslioiis that involve t ho v isilde and 
pressing interests of the coniiiiiiiiity / W'l' 
have foujid these out, pretty woll, in the 
course of recent dcfoclive disciissii'ii, and 
will now state what appears to bo con- 
fessed, or denionslratod . It is matter of 
history that tlie opposition, when last in 
otlico, did notliiiig gootl, ;iiid lefl iindono 
all tho good that they might have iloiu'. 
Their criminally foolish and suicidal 
policy, as regards our relations to Canada, 
Island railway, dry dock and other f|Ues- 
tions of high and urgent itniiort, plunged 
the province into diiiigiu'ous perplexities.

! To Tin: UiuTou: — It must hiivo been 
gratifying to many of Tn.-^ Colonist's 
readers to notice in your issue of yesterday, 
Jtatepayer's remarks on the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city, and the apparent negli- 
gence or iucoinpotouce of tho town council 
in dealing with that qttestion. 

The disgusting state of our street gutters 
has long been a reproach to Victoria and a 
most oft'onsivo annoyance to every citizen, 
and yet nothing has over been done hj- the 
luuuicipality to r<'nicdy or even niiti;;ato 
these lillliy and dangerous nuisances, which 
liecoine daily worsa aud worse, and which 
•drcady render the city unfit for human 
habitation. It is astonishing that people 
liavis so long endured iiiicomplaiiiiiigly ihe 
noisome anil putrid stenches that rise froiu 
every street aud poison every air; aud, 
perhaps, their apathetic indiflcrcnco is not 
less to blame for tj^is dejiloriiblo state of 
atl'airs than the present neglect of duty of 
the part of the council; but now that we 
hear of deaths occurring almijst weekly, 
the cause of which ia directly attributable 
to the noxious odors that pervade tho town, 
it is lo be bojied that at last the peoido will 
be stimulated to make an ell'ort to secure 
for their protection, what ha« now become 
indispensable to Ihe future growth and 
|iri>sperily of tin- city, namely, an ellicieni 
draiiiiige syr.teiii. Of course the uiidcrtak-' 
iiig ot so laigi- a work wunld be very costly, 
Ijiit it is absolutely necessary, anil under 
the circumstances, we think, would be 
cheiii) at almost any price. But if wo may 
judge from tho action of the present council 
in the matter of lighting the city, economy 
lorins 110 part of their iioliey, and they 
havi- doubtless some more weighty reasons 
for ignoring a duty so ]iressing. I'ossibly 

there are more useless roads lo ho opened 
lip in some ohseuie neighborhood, for the 
piir[iosi- of eiiliaiicing the value of pionei ty 
liehoigilig til some sage couiicilloi ; it were 
indeed a pil.\', if such useful and eoii.si i. ii- 
tioiis laborers for the puhlie Welfare were 
not rewarded with something more substan- 
tial than the honor and re^spect of the coni- 
nuinity. Is it any wonder that such an 
announcement as appeared the other day in 
your paper should arouse the indignation of 
Uatopayer: "There was no meeting because 
there was nothing to do." It would have 
surprised ns less to hear that there was no 
meeting beciinse the council was incapable 
of doing anything. C.

Capt. Ohittendea, who has recently re- 
turned from an extensive exploration of 
the Cjueon Charlotte Islands, brought 
down with him a large number of ancient 
and modern carvings, fishing and house- 
hold utensils, war dance costumes and 
musical instruinenta, and other curios of 
the Hydaha. Yeaterday a Coi.osinr rop- 
resentative was shown thO ' w.hqie collec- 
tion by Capt. Chittondon,'"^who vury 
kindly unpacked them all from the bo.\es 
in which they were stored, and explained 
their varied uses or antiquity. Among 
the first the Captain exhibited were a 
iiackage of gambling sticks, made from 
tho ivy maple of tho mainlund. Six of 
these were carved figures, having the ap- 
pearance of the pictures we have seen of 
mummies and being

Tho rest of the sticks, which wsro about 
.")!) or CO in number were slightly carved 
or colored, each with a difforeiit design. 
.Ssveral plainer designs of gambling sticks 
were also shown. There were a large 
variety of household utensils, with the 
heads and boiUes of birds and animals cut 
thereon. There were about a doi-.en dif- 
ferent kinds of nietlicino charms, cut on 
bone, and they too were also Egyp- 
tian in their appoarauco. These Were 
hung around tho iveoks of the owners. 
Several clumsy and blunt looking

were shown the reporti'r, which to the 
i!yes of the nuidern eariieiiter would not 
ap|ie,ir very useful. 1 lowi-ver, uil li llie.se 
they have lione ivoiidi!rfiil thmys. There 
were a couple of dozen of the lish hooks 
used in catching the flkil. Tliesu were 
made from liemh ek Imots, which are 
Ivvisleil mil) slbipe oa-il_i when sleiitued, 
anil are of eeiir.-u! aliiD.sl. .is slrong as 
steel. The tiahing lines made fruiii the 
roots of the spruce and

were a hunilred faihoinsin length. The 
roots of the s[)riiee were as ingenious and 
stronger than the twine nets in ordinary 
use. Tim tiahitig spears wore also an in- 
genious contrivance, tho spear head being 
lixed by a long pitee of string, and being 
placed 111 the end of a [lole twenty feet 
long. This is thrown with the right hand 
the head leaving tho pole, thus giving the 
lish plenty of play before .seouring it. 
'I hi! oilier contrivances for fishing and for 
huntiiij^ tlu. u..m1 w.M-.' uuin>>roiiii nnn skil- 
fully made. Miiiig around tho captain's 
room were dill'ereiit articles of llydali 
ornament, ciirio'isly worked figiiii's being 
on them all. Opeiiing one of the bo.xes 
some hideous looking wooden-carved false 
faces Were brought out, one being the 
shape of a seal's liead, armed with teeth. 
There were al.'io 

Kl'llULV .MAIll', iiitims 

and a doscen varieties of whistles, with 
tambourines and rattle8,to be iiaed in the 

dances of the trroe and some gorgemia cos- 
tumes, with ornamants of deer hoofs, 
bird's bills and claws. One was a very 
ancient lonking article of tanned hide, 
covered with devices, and also being 
rather iiged in odor. Among tho hund- 
reds of dill'erent carvings and arnainenta 
was a large copper shield, made from na- 
tive copper brought from the niiiinlaiid. 
These in the years gone by were esteemed 
the highest badge of wealth and dialinc- 
tioii, and from i^'liOO to a .'?1000 have been 
paid by the possessors for them. This is 
the only one that Capt. Chittenden could 
procure. There were other rare pieces, leg- 
ends being connected with tliein. No 
utensil or ornament or apparel was with- 
out its carving or design. Dozens of canes 
with curious figures on the heads and aide 
were atnong the colluotions which is ono 
of tho moat interesting we have over seen, 
and a fair aaiii])le of the wonderful resource 
of the Llydali nation before the lulvetit 
among them of the white race; wiiieh con- 
tact at is usually tho case, has caused the 
Indian of l,iiieeii Charlotte rather to retro- 
orade than otherwise.

giving the right sort of wc-k to the 
kingdom. One of the most successful 
e.\-(>eriinents in the direction in question 
has been made at Lninbetli, where the 
Doultons employ .300 women in their 
art pottery works. These girls com-, 
mence at 3 shillings and 4 shillings a 
week and range npwarils in wiiges till 
the skilled tunong llieiii command "J;") 
shillings, with exriqitioiuil eases where 
a woman of rate talent earns as high its 
.1 guineas a wi^ek. The advance in the 
wages of these pottery girls is graduat- 
ed by their marks at South Kensington 
examinations. I note here, as a curious 
fact, that tho Donltoashave fatly stated 
that their greatest difficulty with their 
girls lies in the absence in them of any 
aiiil.utioii. They are, say the emjiloyers, 
patient, neat, accurate, satisfactory in 
monil.s, but without spark of ambition, 
and withal rendered 16ss persistent by 
the fact that the possible husbaiid is 
always looming in the distance. I have 
nothing to say regarding this blunt 
testimony. The successful Doultons, 
with their .'500 well-paid girls, must be 
held responcible for this verdict.

. A Straiii^o Pliaiitoiu Makes its 
% Apiiearaiicc in Pike County, ' 
^ ■ "Pennsylvania. 

(PittsbuVi; Dispatcli.) 

A corcspoiuk'ut writing from Stair- 
way, Pike f.'oimty, Pa., says: "Not a 
little excitomont exists in this vicinity 
over the a])i)caraiiL'e of a strange ijlian- 
■ toui which it is claiuioil is none other 
J/' jthan. that of ..tbe-inurderer.aad t suicide, 
George Jacob Schmedlin. It \s but ii 
little; over three months that a tragedy, 
which ended in the loss of two lives, 
occurred, and which is recalled by the 
ghost, which now haunts the sjiot 
where tlio shot was fired that killed 
Frank Heitz. Heitz was a German 22' 
years of age, a quarryman, working for 
the Kilgong Biuestone Co., midway 
bot.veen Upper and Lower Stairway. 
Scheuieillin worked in the quarry with 
lieitz, boarded with him. In march Mrs. 
Sch'medliu died, the result of overwork 
and ill treatment of her husband, Her 
busban(j made n rough i)ino coffin from 
an old dry goods box, and buried her 
without religious rite in the yard at 
the reir of the dwelling. A month later 
he secured at Castle Ganlen the ser- 
vices of a newly landed German girl, 
Anna Schmitt, to act as housekeeper. 

Young Heitz formed quite an aflFec 
tion for the new housekeeper, which 
was reci[)rocatcd, and a friondshiii 
sprang up between them. This displeas- 
ed Schmedlin, wlio after quarreling 
with lleitz, orderd him from the house. 
Si'veral ihiys afterward lleitz and Anna 
hoarded the afternoon train for New 
York city. Schmedlin was wild with rage 
and threatened to kill Heitz at sight. 
The cou|>le returned on the following 
(lay and made the statement that they 
had been marrii;d in lioboken. This in- 
creased SchmeJlin's anger, and on 
Monday night. May 12tli, ho lay in 
wait for Heitz along the tracks of the 
Erie railroad and shot him. 

Tho only clue to the nuinler was 
that lloitz recognized Scheindlin's 
voice in an exclamation made as the 
.short was lired. fleitz died in about a 
mouth after the shooting. SchmetUin 
v.'uG arrcotc;! :ind early in his trial sv.ade 
a confossion. He was sentenced to be 
hanged. On Sunday night, July 13th, 
the jailer of the county pri.son at Mil- 
ford, where Schinedlin was incarcerat- 
ed, made the discovery that the miiiiler- 
er had made a rope liy tearing a towel, 
in two anil tviiig the ends togiither, 
and had hangetl himself in his cell. 
The affair, although it created a great 
sensation at the time, has almost been 
forgotten, wiien to-day tho public heard 
the story of tho haunting by Schnied- 
lin'.s sniiposed spirit of tho scene of 
lleitz's murder. 

Oscar Somers,and another resident 
of Stairway came rushing up to Jaeol) 
Malzahn late on Tuesday night and 
starotnered out that they had seen 
George Schmedlin's ghost down on the 
tradk right where he had shot Frank 
Heitz. They were terribly frightened, 
and said that when they were coming 
up the track from the Lower Stairway 
they had seen something moving alon<r 
the track, and on clrawing nearer they 
saw what to be George Schniedlin* A 
second glance convinced them that it 
was bis ghost, and they ran away. A 
])urty was oriranized tliefoUowing niglit 
and the}', too, were demoralized by the 
sight that met their gaze. 

Tho railroad men are troubled by 
the strange [)re3ence. Several of them 
have seen the ghost, gun in his hand, 
stealing along the track and hiding bo- 
liind tiio stump where the assassin 
Sciin](!dlin was secreted when the fatal 
shot was tired. Their assneiates laugh- 
ed at them, however, and nothing was- 
saitl about it until one of tho njen be 
came so thoughly scared that ho pro- 
[ioscd to give ui) his i)o.sition if obliginl 
to pass Stairway at the time the ghost 
made its appearance.
